DR. GREENAWALT TESTIFIES 


HADE POST MORTEM OF ALICE 


COTHRELL. 


DUNN FINISHES HIS STORY 


AGED DEFENDANT STANDS THE 


ORDEAL WELL. 


One of the strongest points scored 


by the defense in the Dunn murder 
trial came this afternoon wheai Dr. & 
L. Greenawalt, one of the most prom- 
inent and reputable physicians in this 
city, testified that in his opinion 
Alice Cothrell came to her death by 
drowning. 


Dr. Greenawalt, in company with 


Dr. Bosenthal, held a post mortem ex- 
amination on Alice Cothrell Wednes- 
day, July 9, at the behest of Dunn 
and his attorney. 


The defense lias relied hopefully 


upon the testimony of its experts to 
demolish some of the strongest parts 
of the stage's structure of evidence. 


It is -the general opinion that Dunn 


stood the ordeal of his examinatioa 
and cross-examination impressively. 
^Notwithstanding the aged prisoner 
complained ol feeling unwell this 
morning, he got through his severe 
cross-examination well. 


The examination of the accused 


man, the central figure in the famous 
case, was concluded this morning. 
Mr. Morris occupied but a few min- 
utes in finishing Ms direct examina- 
tion and then for an hour Mr. Dunn 
was under a steady stream of inter- 
rogatories from Mr. Emrick, the 
prosecuting attorney. The defendant 
made strenuous denials of many of 
tthe acts and conversations attributed 
to him by witnesses for the state, in 
addition to asserting his innocence of 
the crime for which he i$ being tried. 
During both the direct and the cross- 
examinations there were frequent ob- 
jections and spirited contests between 
the attorneys over questions and dis- 
puted points. Twice was Dunn re- 
called, to the stand to answer ques- 
tions which had been overlooked, and 
altogether the range of investigation 
was a wide one. 


The defense has made considerable 


progress in the presentation of its 
side of the case, but several witnesses 
yet remain to be heard, and it is not 
at all probable that the taking of evi- 
dence can be concluded before some 
time on Saturday. 


-NOT FEELING WELL. 


Dunn resumed *!he witness stand 


for the completion -of his direct ex- 
amination ut the opening of court 
iJhis morning. 
Walking from the 


jaiil to tilis courlihouse with Sheeift 
Stout today ths prisoner complained 
of feeling ba'clly. 
He arose today 


shortly after 6 o'clock, and ate but 
a few bites for breakfast. U^itil 
within the last fow days the jail 
•attaches say he has been eating 
heartily. 


Replyjn'g to -Mr. Morris* question, 


Dunn tMs momdng said that 'he had 
not said to Edward Cothrell on the 
day of 'tlvo inquest ttat they were 
trying to make out thalt he (Dunn) 
'had assaulted Alice. Witness said 
<he had not Said to Mrs. Dunn in V.ic 
presence of Mr. 
Noonan, issuing 


oath, "go back there; this man is 
busy and' don't want to be bothered 
with you." 


Witness said 'he knew Andrew 


Pair; on Friday when I drove up 
with logs; Fair ami I am old friends; 
made some sudh remark 'as "What 
in h—1 are you doing thereP" They 
were in 'the raspberry patch, and I 
told h'im Hnlr^'had searched llie.re; 
did. not say I had searched it; it was 
the raspborry paitoh that they have 
been calling- a dhicken park.* 


MAKES MANY DENIALS. 


Never told -anybody I hadf raked 


the cistern in the housa. Never .told 
my wife in Marie's presence to shut 
up or I would knock her Cowzi; 
niigCitt havo told her to keep quiet, 
Asked if his wife was excitable, 
witness said she ^as excited all the 
time; she walks and talks all the 
time. 


Dunn denied making indecent pro 


posals to Marie on morning of July 
1; denied tlut 'he ever attempted 
crimial operation on her; said he 
never at/tempted that on -anybody. 


Prior to this tarrest I was never ar- 


rested before; never had n warrant 
read to me and was never accusad of 
any crime that X know of* 


DENIES KILLING THE GIRL. 
"Bid you kill Alice Cothrell?" 


asked Mr, Morris, 


"No, sir/' replied Dunn. 
"Did you rape Alice Cothrell and 


then kill hex?*' 


"No, sir." 
"Did you put Alice CothrelPs body 


in the cistern?" 


"No, sir." 
Witness said he had never attempt- 


ed any improprieties with Alice 
CothreSl; (he said he had never put 
his hand on the girl. 


Mr. Emtick took the witness at 


9:30 for 
cress-examination, and 


Dunn told of living at Wallen, pre- 
viously on Riverside avenue; before 
that on his farm north of town; be* 
fore that on Spy Eun avenue; moved 
there from farm called 
old Cart- 


wright place; 3iad lived there four 
or five years. That farm is 'in Lake 
township, just east of the mill farm. 
Lived at the Dunn sawmill before 
that; Hvcd two years before that 
north on Eollian Baker's farm. Had 
moved there frcm 
place 
Txftween 


Huntertown and Wallen; before that 
at Academy; moved then on Swift 
farm where Kobison park now is. 
Kad lived in Fort Wayne before 
that; moved from Waterloo to Fort 
Wayne; had lived in DeKaJb county 
Less than a year; had moved from 
near Avilla; had come from Brim- 
field where lie was teaming. Lived 
twice at Branfield—eight 
or 
tea 


years the first time; came thsre from 
Lagivoige county^prior to that lived 
thre^ miles east 
of Kendallville; 


there aibaat 'two years. Had lived in 
Kendallville; went there from La- 
grange countyj was bcrn in -Hilford 
towns-hip. 


NEV'EK ACCUSED OF CEIME. 
Mr. Emrick asked' witness if 
he 


had ever been accused of crime; wit- 
ness said he was never accused there. 
Mr. Emrick then asked if he were 
not under indictment for committing 
an abortion causing death of Lizzie 
Weissel. Defense objected, but wit- 
ness was allowed to answer. Wit- 
ness said: "Yes; I suppose so; she 
was formerly a domestic in, my fam- 
,ly." Admitted he -had taken her to 
Jed Ervin's; had employed a doctor 
for her and had taken medicine to 
her, but denied committing a crim- 
,nal operation. 


Barely knew Maggie Fritch; was 


not acquainted with her; was not ac- 
cused of committing a criminal oper- 
ation on her. Witness denied hav- 


taken a woman to a certain 


building in this city to have a crim- 
inal operation performed. 


Witness said he had never 
at- 


tempted a criminal 
operation on 


Marie Sampleson, but the girl had 
shown him a rudely improvised in- 
strument and asked him "if it would 
do." Dunn, said he* swore at her and 
told her she would kill herself if she 
Attempted such a thing. He thought 
she had made the instrument her- 
self and said she had shown it to 
him in the woodshed. He had taken 
it, as he remembered, and thrown it 
out in the yard. 


HAD KNOWN MABIE. 


Knew Marie before she came to our 


house; she stayed at our (house one 
night before; 
don't know whether 


that was the reason she was dis- 
charged from Fleckenstein's or not. 
Know Myrtle Reed; witness said he 
•had interceded for her when she was 
arrested; knew s&e was a wild girl, 
that's all; did not take her home for 
immoral purposes and did not fur- 
nish her instruments* Dunn denied 
that he had sent anybody to talk 
with Heed girl after he was arrested. 
Then followed a series of questions 
with reference to Dunn's alleged ad- 
vice to the Reed girl; witness'said 
he could not tell just what he had 
said; it didn't amount to much. 


Witness said that Edna Coth- 


rell had ridden with him to Churu- 
busco. We talked about two Ben- 
nett sisters having gone to Chicago 
with me; one about twenty and the 
other about fifteen years of age; did 
not say we had occupied the same 
room; didn't tell her we had regis- 
tered as man and wife; I registered 
under my own name. 


COtfLD NOT -BEMEMBEB. 


-Witness said he could not remem- 


ber conversation with Seed girl; took 
her to my home to work because she 
got along well with my wife. Alpha 
Bennett worked for us oft and on; 
think she was working for us when 
we went to world's fair; Mrs. Dunn 
did not go; she had rheumatism so 
bad she could hardly walk. 


Asked if he remembered giving 


testimony before coroner's inquest, 
Dunn said yes. Wife, Marie Sample- 
son and Dell Reed came with me. 
Was about court house all day ex- 
cept going to dinner and supper. 


Took Marie and Delph to eating 


bouse'; I went to my son's; later went 
to the Fair store; got Marie^and took 
her to court house; was talking with 
her every Kttle while, 
'but doa't 


thiiik I was with her over half of 
the time that day. 
WHAT DTTNN TOLD CORONER. 
Defrnse objected to prosecutor's 


question as to whether Dunn remem- 
bered liaving testified before coroaer 
that he had been searching for Alice 


as early as 2:30 on Tuesday. 
Tito 


•/bjeciion was overruled and defensa 
filed <-xception. Dunn then answer- 
ed: *'No; not in those words." 


WhU; did you say as to the time? 
"Told him it was about 2:30 when 


I first heard of the girl; did not say 
anything about searching at 2:30. 
Did not make what you might c*i!l 
a search uniil about 6:30, I looked 
casually as I -went out to barn to 33^ 
if she was *.<'&' in garden in the sun. 
Didn't know for sure she was lost. 
Didn't commerce any regular seanh 
before I wer.t tc Haire's to help un- 
load hay." 


Commenced unloading hay at per- 


haps 3 o'clock or after; had onty 
looked : round garden before I went 
unloading hay; did not know the 
child was really lost then* 
Don't 


think I told Haire she was lost. 


EDNA COTHRELL TOLD HIM. 
Edna Cothrell came some time be- 


fore night- and told me Alice wis 
gone; told coroner that; it might 
have been while I was eating sup- 


er. Asked her if she had been to 
houses of Meinhart's and Jetmore's; 
?he said yes, they had been there: 
Don't remember whether Mrs. Coch- 
rell was a1 our house that evening 
or not. I saw her and talked witl\ 
her several times that evening. 


Witness thought it was about 5 


o'clock ^vhen he left the house after 


nloading the hay. Might have 


been in there an hour. Think I went 
to barn 
or mill. 
Soon 
afteT I 


hitched up team and went to get 
some gr'-ss; think I did a few litcie 
chores before hitching up. Took the 
crosscut saw from the horse barn tc 
the mill at that time. 


Was not in barn two minutes wher 


I came irom woods that day—jusr 
cng enough to throw horses some 
hay; Jon'; know how many mhwss 
I said it was yesterday; think I i-.H 
tVc saw setting there,; know I car- 
ried it *o the mill during,the even- 
ng. 


SAW MEN SEARCHING. 


Saw men searching Priday; first 


saw Fair as I drove up; he was at 
the patch west of the alley; fence 
about the chicken park is not a tight 
board fence; it is picket; lot north of 
me is what we call chicken park. 


Witness described the enclosures 


west of his property, surrounded by 
picket fence. In first next to alley is 
a little old barn; lot might have been 
•a chicken park; next is the raspberry 
patch. Saw Fair in west half of rasp- 
berry patch. Fair was going through 
weeds and raspberry patch when I 
hallowed to him. 
We talked after 


they came out. Had said something 
like "What in the h—1 are you doing 
in there?" 


Was not angry when I spoke to 


Fair; was only joking. Didn't direct 
any conversation to Boot or anybody 
but Fair. Didn't mean for anybody 
to get out. 


Hr. Emrick referred again to the 


wire which Dunn said Marie had 
shown him, and asked him to de- 
scribe it; witness could remember but 
littl about it; did not know whether 
he would know it if he saw it. Mr, 
Emrick produced a wire, and asked 
Mr. Dunn if that were the one he 
had seen. 
Dunn said he could not 


say; did not know; thought it was 
smaller than the one he saw. 


DISPUTES MAKIE, 


Replying to Mr. Morris, Dunn de- 


nied that he had never told Marie 
thait it was no use searching for 
Alice; that she was dead. 


Asked if he had ever tried to in- 


duce Marie to go to Toledo, Dunn 
said he (had a conversation with 
Marie with reference to her goittg to 
Toledo; it was about her going on the 
4th of July.,and she was talking 
about going there in response to a 
letter. 
That conversation came up 


perhaps two or three weeks before the 
date. It came up in reference to a 
letter she had got from John Ervin; 
she wanted to go if she had clothes; 
I said if I Jiad money enough I would 
get her a skirt, and then she would 
have clothes enough. 


"Did you tell her you wanted her to 


go to Toledo?" 


"I advised her that if she would 


go to Toledo to work it would be just 
as well for her. Never told her that 
I wanted her to go." 


Answering Mr. Emrick, Dunn said 


this talk was at least two weeks be- 
fore tha 4th. 


Witness said Marie had also been 


wanting to go to Illinois; did not 
agree to furnish her any more money 
than -was coming to her. 
We talked 


about tne fare *° Toledo. 


MAEJCE HAD A SECRET. 


'Dunn was excused from the stand, 


but was almost immediately recalled 
by Mr. Morris, who asked concerning 
Marie's statement that Dunn had told 
her Delph Reed would squeal on him, 
Dunn replied: 
, 
• • 


"Never 'told her any such thing. 


She said she had something to tell 
mo about Delph if I wouldn't tell 
him." 


Replying to Mr, Emrick Dunn said 


they were somewhere about the 
kitchen when the conversation oc- 
curred. 


This concluded the examination of 


Mr. Dunn. 
He had been on the 


stand today less than one hour and 
a half. 
There was some delay in 


the arrival of witnesses, and Judge 
O'Rourke urged' more expedition in 
this matter. 


DtTNN'S REPUTATION. 


Dr. G. W. Bowen was the next wit- 


ness called by the defense; lived here 
forty-nine years; physician and sur- 
geon. 
Have had general acquain- 


tance throughout the county—better 
thirty or forty years ago than now. 


Asked as to the general reputation 


of Dunn through the county for kind- 
liness and humanity, witness said it 
was good. 
Know Mrs. Dunn; havo 


known her about twenty years. State 
objected to question as to whether 
Mrs. Dunn was of unsound mind. 


Witness said he had treated Mrs. 


Duun for a period of two years and a 
half. 
On objection of state court 


ruled that witness could not answer 
whether or not Mrs. Dunn was a per- 
son of unsound mind. 
Defense filed 


exception. 


Witness estimated that he had seen 


Mrs. Dunn perhaps thirty t^nes. 


Defense offered to show by testi- 


mony of the family medical examiner 
that for the last two and one-half 
years Mrs. Dunn has "been a person 
of unsound mind and crazy. Over- 
ruled and exception filed. 


Witness said Dunn's treatment of 


his wife had been "unusually kind." 


To Judge Hench witness said Dunn 


had been unusually kind not only 
when he was present, but at all other 
times so far as he could learn. 


John Brannan, ex-county commis- 


sioner, was called to the witness 
stand. 
Live at Zewis and Monroe 


streets. 
In county over twenty*five 


years last passed* 
Was bridge su- 


perintendent; known Charles Dunn 
for many years, but aside from his 
personal knowledge did not know his 
general reputation among people for 
kindliness and humanity. 


DIDN'T STAND AT DOOR. 


Dunn was again told to take the 


witness stand, and in response to Mr. 
Colerick's question said he did not 
at any time on July 2 stand in the 
middle door of the barn with his 
hands up; did not come and enter the 
south door. 
There was a middling 


high farm wagon with a box stand- 
ing in front of the barn doors that 
day; I used it later to haul hay. Be- 
fore I took it to get hay it stood al- 
most opposite the middle door of the 
barn. 


Witness said he 'ate dinner at the 


house July 2 as usual, except as to 
time. 


Judge Hench questioned regarding 


the precise location of the wagon; it 
was a common box with top. Wit- 
ness said wagon stood partially op- 
posite the middle door. 


LETTERS RULED OTJT. 


After Mr. Dunn had been excused 


Mr. Colerick offered in evidence the 
letter dated January, 1901, received 
by Marie from her sister Ida at Har- 
vard, 111. 
State entered objection to 


its introduction, and by Judge 
O'Rourke's ruling it was excluded. 


When defense stated its purpose to 


show by the letters Marie's situation 
at that time Judge O'Rourke took the 
letters for examination. 
The jury 


was dismissed from the room while 
the matter of the letter was under 
consideration. 
Mr. Colerick 
said 


that the letter shows that Marie, in- 
stead of being a homeless, friend- 
less girl, really had a home of peace, 
purity and cleanliness that she might 
have gone to; that the sister offered 
to send money to bring her there, 


Judge Hench again raised his ob- 


jection, and it was sustained by the 
court. 
The offer, objection, ruling 


and exception were made a part of 
the record. 
The letter was filed as 


"Exhibit A." 


At this point court adjourned until 


1:30 o'clock.

FRANCE 
LOSES 
PATIENCE 


TIKED OP THE TRIFLING OF THE 


PORTE. 


Paris, Nov. 1*—The dispatch from 


Toulon announcing the return of 
Admiral Caillard's division of the 
French Mediterranean squadron to 
that port proves to be incorrect. The 
officials of the foreign office today 
informed the Associated Press that 
the admiral has not returned and 
that the facts set forth in .these dis- 
patches yesterday were correct. The 
admiral is now on his way to Turk- 
ish waters. 


The incorrect 
announcement of 


the return of Admiral Caillard's di- 
vision, which created a sensation, 
emanated from the corespondent of a 
well known news agency. The ex- 
planation is that Admiral Maigret, 
commander 
of the 
Mediterranean 


fleet, returned to Toulon at 7 o'clock 
yesterday evening- with all -his ves- 
sels except those belonging to Ad- 
miral Caillard's division* The cor- 
respondent of the news agency re- 
ferred to miscounted the vessels, ow- 
ing to the darkness. 


A corrected list of Admiral Cail- 


lard's ships is now published. The 
list cabled yesterday was that of his 
ordinary light division, but it ap- 
pears that a special squadron was 
formed,x composed of the battleships 
Gaulois and Charlemagne, the cruis- 
ers Admiral Pothuau, Chanzy and 
Galilee, and two torpedo boat de- 
stroyers of the Hallabarde type. 


PATIENCE EXHAUSTED. 


New York, Nov. l.—The Paris cor- 


respondent of the Iiondon Timea and 
the New York Times declares that 
the patience of France with Turkey 
has -finally been exhausted. He says 
it is the general belief that Turkey 
will now abandon her procrastinat- 
ing tactics and fulfill her engage- 
ments. Her only difficulty will be 
in finding the necessary money. 


The correspondent adds that things 


cannot go on as they foave done. The 
government is face to face with a 
debate on the foreign estimates in 
the chamber of deputies and it is im- 
perative that a situation -both em- 
barrassing and ridiculous shall be 
ended. When the trouble with Tur- 
key began, the dispatch, goes on to 
say, it seemed difficult for France to 
undertake a coercive naval demons- 
tration in regard to the tlhree mat- 
ters at stake. The question of the 
Constantinople quays concerned a 
private enterprise - involving diver- 
gent interpretations of a concession. 
The Lorando and Tubini debts were 
even less of the sort for wtoich a 
power mobilizes a fleet. The porte, 
however, has acted toward France in 
a way calculated to wound and of- 
fend and a demonstrtion is needed or 
the dignity of France will be com- 
promised. 


BIG FIRE IN TTNIONTOWN. 


TTniontown Pa., Nov. 1.—A fire 


which started in Friedman's livery 
stable, near Pittsburg street, early 
this morning, destroyed ten 'build- 
ings, covering two blocks. One life 
is reported to have been lost and the 
property damage is estimated 
at 


$250,000. At 10 o'clock the fire was 
believed to be under control, al- 
though it was breaking out at inter- 
vals with more or less intensity. 
The extent of the fire is attribu?ed to 
the scarcity of water from wfaich 
this vicinity has been suffering for 
several months.

HE TELLS QUEER STORIES 


GERMAN NAMED STERNBURG 


RELATES A PLOT. 


Tells Richmond People He Escaped 


Toils in Fort Wayne—The 


Truth of It. 


Richmond papers yesterday pub- 


ished weird stories concerning a man 
named Sternburg, who came there 
from this city and who was thrown 
into a cateleptic fit, the effect of ex- 
treme nervousness produced by his 
experiences in Fort Wayne. 
It was 


stated by Sternberg that he was a 
refugee from the hands of his friends 
who wanted to put him in an insane 
asylum in order to get a lot of money 
which he expected to receive from 
Germany. 
He stated that he had 


been stopping at the Hoffman house, 
where he had received several remit- 
tances from Germany; he was oxpect- 
ng a larger remittance, which the 
landlord, Mr. Hoffman, was aware of; 
therefore he (Hoffman) tried to get 
him Adjudged insane so that he could 
get the money when it came; he 
learned of the scheme and ran away. 
That is the substance of Sternberg's 
story* The facts are different. Stern- 
berg, who came here several months 
ago, first stopped at the New York 
house, on West Main street. 
He re- 


ceived regularly from Germany a re- 
mittance of $8 a week, which he had 
cashed at the Fort Wayne postoffice, 
receiving $7.92 for each order. 
He 


used the money in paying board and 
playing policy. 
A short time ago 


he went to the Hoffman house to 
board and got his remittances there; 
he told Hoffman that he had written 
his mother for $125 and that when 
he got it he would go back to Ger- 
many; then one day he left. 
Hoff- 


man received a letter from Sternberg 
dated last Tuesday, the J29th, from 
the Brunswick hotel, Richmond, ask- 
ing him to send him $5 and that he 
-would pay him back as soon as he 
returned to Fort Wayne. 
Yesterday 


a letter with a foreign postmark, ad- 
dressed to Sternberg, was received at 
the Hoffman house and was promptly 
forwarded to Richmond. 
To those 


who know Mr. Hoffman Steinberg's 
story is ridiculous, but it is quite 
evident that Sternberg has a screw 
loose somewhere. 
He receives his 


weekly stipend from his mother in 
Germany, who is said to be quite 
wealthy.

SHOWED MITCH INTEREST. 


Court officials, attorneys, jurors 


and the big audience that packed the 
court room Thursday afternoon paid 
the closest interest as Charles Dunn, 
under the direct examination by At- 
torney Korris. began to tell of his 
life ancl of the circumstances sur- 
rounding that fateful week in July 
at Wallen. 


Continuing from the point in las 


testimony covered by The Sentinel 
Thursday, Dunn detailed his move 
ments on Tuesday. July 2. the day 
little Alice Cothrell was last seen 
alive. Witness said in the forenoon 
he had driven to Hand's woods ~vith 
a man named Smith to cut up into 
logs some trees which had already 
been felled. Smith did not remain, 
but with CoUirell and Heed, who came 
with teams 
and wagons, witness 


sawed the trees up into logs. He told 
of the loading of the logs and driv- 
ing to Hand's house, where the horses 
were watered, aud then proceeding on 
the way to Port Wayne. Dunn r.oM 
of alighting from the log wagon at 
the crossroad north of Wallcn, giv- 
ing Reed some directions, and C' 
tinued: 


Took the crosscut saw upon my 


shoulder and started to walk home; 
on the way passing through some 
timber I had agreed to haul; wanted 
to examine the roads to see if we 
could get out \vith the logs; stopped 
occasionally to rest a moment; it was 
a very warm day; course taken was a 
zig-zag one to Wallen; finally reached 
my own meadow; crossed it and went 
down road to Wallen and down the 
alley to my bam. Set the crosscut 
saw against the barn and entered to 
throw the horses a little Lay. I must 
have walked two and one-half miled. 


I was very warm and thirsty, and 


entering house drew some water from 
the cistern and took a drink; then 
stepped into dining room and spoke 
to my wife. 
When I got off the 


wagon I had looked at the sun and 


thought it must be about 12:30 or 1 j

Washed my face and sat down to 


dinner table; wife also sat down, but 
think she soon got up and went away.

was missing.

They carried the girl out and laid

DR. GREENAWALT TESTIFIES 


MADE POST MOBTEM OF ALICE 


COTHBELL. 


DUNN FINISHES HIS STORY 


AGED DEFENDANT STANDS THE 


OBDEAL WELL. 


One of the strongest points scored 


by the defense in the Dunn murder 
trial came this afternoon when Dr. G. 
L. Greenawalt, one of the most prom- 
inent and reputable physicians in this 
city, testified that in his opinion 
Alice Cothrell came to her death by 
drowning. 


Dr. Greenawalt, in company with 


Dr. Roaenthfll, held a post mortem ex- 
amination on Alice Cothrell Wednes- 
day, July 9, at tbe behest of Dunn 
and his attorney. 


The defense has relied hopefully 


upon the testimony of its experts to 
demolish some of the strongest parts 
of the stag's structure of evidence. 


It is the general opinion that Duim 


stood tbe ordeal of his examination 
and cross-examination impressiv5ly. 
Notwithstanding the aged prisoner 
complain&d of feeling unwell this 
morning, he got through his severe 
cross-examinaition well. 


The examination of the accused 


man, the central figure in the famous 
case, was concluded this morning. 
Mr. Morris occupied but a few min- 
utes in finishing liis direct examina- 
tion and then for an hour Mr. Dunn 
was under a steady stream of inter- 
rogatories from Mr. Emrick, 
the 


prosecuting attorney. The defendant 
made strenuous denials of many of 
ithe acts and conversations attributed 
to 'him by witnesses for tbe state, in 
addition to asserting his innocence of 
the crime for which, he is being tried. 
During both the direct and the cross- 
examinations there were frequent ob- 
jections and spirited contests between 
the attorneys over questions and dis- 
puted points. Twice was Dunn re- 
called to the stand to answer ques- 
tions which had been overlooked, and 
altogether the range of investigation 
was a wide one. 


The defense has made considerable 


progress in the presentation of its 
side of the case, "but several witnesses 
yet remain to be heard, and it is not 
at all probable that the taking of evi- 
dence can be concluded before some 
time on Saturday.
